PANSIES 


The mild climate and fertile soil of the Willamette Valley 
in Western Oregon, distinguish it as the only location 
in the entire United States having growing conditions 
which are identical with those of England, and, in many 
cases, superior to those of the flower seed producing sec- 
tions of Continental Europe. Our Pansy seed is grown in 
this valley, near Portland, Oregon, and is reselected from 
the finest domestic and foreign strains. The planting is 
carefully cultivated and fertilized, and is thoroughly 
“rogued” to eliminate plants not true to type. The seed is 
fully matured before picking, is properly cured, and is re- 
cleaned. It is stored in bulk at the correct temperature, 
thus preserving its viability, and is packaged only as orders 
are received. The result is vigorous seed which produces 
plants having early blooms, with a wide color range, ex- 
cellent texture, and of largest size. 





GIANT SWISS. The Swiss type of pansy is round in torm 
and open taced, with a definite blotch. Our reselected 
strain has an unusually wide variation of clear brilliant 
colors, including pink and rose shades not usually found 
in this type. The blossoms are from 3 to 4 inches in diam- 
eter, and the plants are very compact. 


JUMBO. This hybrid pansy contains many rayed centers 
and is often two-toned and ruffled. Reselected from orig- 
inator’s seed. Early blooming, with exceptionally large 
blossoms, and beautiful colors, including many pastel and 
bronze shades. A blossom measuring 4 inches or more, is 
not unusual for this variety. An outstanding pansy. Pkt.

These are readily understood and should 
enable even the beginner to grow a substantial quantity 
of plants from seed, with comparatively little effort. 


PLANTS. Pansies are the garden favorite for which there 
is no substitute. Whether planted in fall or spring, they 
should produce a profusion of colorful blooms, well into 
late fall. Especially in separate colors, they afford an un- 
usual opportunity for working out exquisite color combina- 
tlons, when used as a ground cover for spring bulbs, or for 
rnass planting near flowering trees and shrubs. Try them 
where you have had Forget me-nots. Our Pansies are our 
own reselections of the largest flowered and the finest. 
Under favorable conditions, the blossoms are from 3 to 9 
inches in diameter, and of excellent texture, in superb 
colors and shades, with many ruffled blooms. The plants 
are of good size, sturdy, and have a fine, vigorous root 
system. We spare no effort in our endeavor to produce 
plants of the highest quality. And, over the years during 
which we have been in business, unsolicited letters from 
enthusiastic customers, testify to their success with our 
plants. 
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PANSIES (Continued) 


CULTURE. Pansies are easy to grow and are unusually 
nardy and free from disease. The soil should be very rich 
and mellow, as the pansy is a heavy feeder, with a multi- 
tude of fine roots. The plants respond to frequent cultiva- 
‘tion and watering, and plenty of fertilizer. This may be 
rotted barnyard manure or raw bone meal at planting 
time, and a well balanced commercial fertilizer at intervals 
during the blooming season, to compensate for the heavy 
drain on the plants and to maintain the size of the flowers. 
The blossoming season will also be prolonged and the size 
of the blooms preserved, if all seed pods and faded flowers 
are consistently removed. As the plant matures, pick part 
of an occasional side branch, but always leave the main 
or central branch. This method of picking will not only 
provide more graceful material for flower arrangements, 
but will also help to keep the plant pruned and shapely.

PRIMROSES 


HARDY PRIMROSES are among the most popular and best 
known perennials. Massed under flowering trees and 
shrubs in the border, or naturalized in the woodland gar- 
den, they present a gorgeous picture from very early spring 
until well into the summer. In mild climates it is possible 
by selecting varieties with different blooming seasons, to 
have Primroses in bloom the year around. Primulas are 
the perfect material for the SHADY GARDEN. However, 
they thrive equally well in east or north exposures or where 
they are protected from the noonday sun. If planted in 
sunny locations, deciduous trees and shrubs give excellent 
protection. Wherever planted they should have a deeply 
dug, well enriched soil, and should be given plenty of 
water to prolong the blooming period. 


ACAULIS and POLYANTHUS PRIMULAS, and AURICU- 
LAS are most generally grown. However, the gardener 
who has not discovered” the ASIATIC types (or ORIEN- 
TALS) such as the CANDELABRA, CASHMERIANA, 
JULIAE HYBRIDS, SIEBOLDIIL etc., has some interesting 
experiences ahead. Since Primulas come from all over the 
world, it is possible to select from the hundreds of varieties, 
a type suited to almost any climatic condition. When the 
gardener realizes how much pleasure he receives, each 
returning spring, with minimum effort, his tendency is to 
collect more and more primroses. Especially is this true, 
since hybridizers are continuing to produce newer types, 
larger blooms, and wider ranges of colors and shades. 
Because of their lasting quality Primroses are invaluable 
as cut flowers. They make charming nosegays and ex- 
quisite small flower arrangements. 


EUROPEAN PRIMULAS 
ACAULIS 


This is the low growing “bunch” type, having a profusion 
of flowers with each bloom on its own individual stem. It is 
early and is very effective when planted in ‘‘drifts’’ in a 
natural woodland setting, or when used in rockeries, or in 
borders.

FLORE PLENO 


(Double Primroses) 


The double form of P. ACAULIS. The blossoms resemble 
dainty miniature roses and make especially attractive 
nosegays. Since this variety does not seed, it is propagated 
vegetatively. Consequently the demand always exceeds 
the supply. 


BRIDESMAID. The beautiful white bloom becomes 
faintly tinged with pink as the blossom ages. Each 50c. 
LILACEA. Usually an orchid-lavender shade, but is 
almost pink in some localities. The color is apparently 
influenced by soil conditions.

This ‘‘many flowered” primula has beautiful, large flower 
clusters on tall stems. The ancestors of the modern Poly- 
anthus are probably P. Acaulis and the Cowslip or the 
Oxlip of the European woodlands. When planted in ap- 
proximately such a setting, their beauty is greatly en- 
hanced, and their culture becomes extremely easy. 


MIXED POLYANTHUS. These come in a wide variety 
of colors and shades, ranging from white through the 
various tones of yellow, red and rose. Included in this 
group is the well known 





MUNSTEAD STRAIN, which is especially desirable for 
mass or border planting where a sequence of yellow 
shades is a primary consideration. 


LORD BEACONSFIELD. Tall stemmed, vigorous, 
early, with beautiful foliage and cream colored blooms. 
Especially adapted to mass planting or naturalizing. 


COWSLIP. Small, bright yellow, nodding flowers. 
Suitable for the wild flower garden.

GIANT STRAIN. The blooms of this strain are unbe- 
lievably large and the colors are most unusual. Under 
proper cultivation the individual blossoms are from 
1 to 2 inches in diameter.

AURICULA 


The AURICULA is almost as popular as the polyanthus. It 
is an Alpine plant requiring lime, some shade and good 
drainage. It is happiest in a moraine, but a rockery with 
a north exposure is very satisfactory. We suggest sharp 
sand and rock chips around the roots and crowns of the 
plant, when grown in the border. It blooms from April til 
June and again in the fall. From neat rosettes of thick grey- 
green leaves, spring fleshy stems supporting large clusters 
of flowers. The colors include yellow, light brown, blue, 
henna, plum, purple, rose and pastel tones. It is unusually 
effective in small flower arrangements. Our selection of 
colors, each 35c; your selection, special colors, each 50c;

JULIAE HYBRIDS

DENTICULATA CASHMERIANA 


An old favorite, originally brought from the Himalayas. 
Beautiful lavender and heliotrope-blue florets, close set, on 
stout stems. The flowers develop ahead of the grey-green 
serrated foliage. Mossy, grey rocks make a harmonious 
background for this vigorous primula. Each 35c; 3 for $1.00. 


PRIMULA DENTICULATA ALBA. Lovely, white flowered 
form of the above.

It has successive whorls of 
flowers on tall stems. Since its foliage dies in winter, avoid 
situations where a stagnant water condition exists during 
its dormant period, for this condition is likely to rot the 
crown. 
BULLEYANA. From Yunnan, China. The terra cotta 
buds are almost as interesting as are the orange-yellow 
flowers growing in tiers on stems which are often 3 
feet high. This primrose is at its best when planted 
among ferns in moist shade. 


COCKBURNIA. A miniature Candelabra, with cop- 
per-orange flowers. Available in the fall of 1943. Each 
BoC; oor p).00: 


JAPONICA. A sturdy Oriental, ranging in color from 
pale pink through soft pink and rose-pink to cerise.

This seed is gathered from plants ESPECIALLY SELECTED 
AND GROWN for seed production. The colossal blossoms 
measure from | to 2 inches. They have good texture and 
the giant flower umbels have tall, sturdy stems. The foli- 
age is lush and marbled. The color sequence is wide and 
varied, with many unusual shades, from almost black dark 
velvety red, through flame-red, tangerine, orange, copper, 
gold, yellow and cream, to white; from apple-blossom pink 
through clear pink to rose, burgundy and violet; apricot, 
lavender, and many two-toned pastels. All seeds are of the 
current year’s crop, gathered at maturity and are properly 
cured to insure good germination.

GENERAL PRIMULA CULTURE 


The SOIL should be deeply dug and enriched with barn- 
yard manure, raw bone meal, or a balanced commercial 
fertilizer. When lime is required, it is so stated in our plant 
list. They should have PARTIAL SHADE, or at least, pro- 
tection from the noonday sun, require good drainage in 
winter and plenty of water during the blooming season. 


DIVIDE them every two years—Auriculas excepted—other- 
wise the blooms will become inferior. After the plants have 
finished blooming, or in early fall while the ground is still 
warm, they should be dug, the soil washed off the roots, 
and the plant segments broken apart. Trim both tops and 
roots and replant the divisions, being careful to water and 
shade them until new growth has become established. 
Primroses are very hardy and need protection only in 
SUB-FREEZING weather, when the local practises used for 
perennials may be sately followed. In localities where 
early snow blankets the plants, they rarely need further 
protection. In dry climates, mulch with peat, straw, or 
hardwood sawdust, but in mild, damp climates, evergreen 
boughs are the best covering, for they afford air drainage 
and lessen the danger of rot. 


Primroses are unusually vigorous and healthy and the few 
garden ills worth mentioning in their connection, are more 
likely to affect plants weakened from the lack of proper 
care. The strawberry weevil, described as the '’white grub 
of the May beetle”, usually attacks only older plants which 
have been left in the same location for two or more years. 
-Its presence is indicated by yellow leaves, and, in extreme 
cases, by wilted foliage and blooms. In small gardens the 
primroses may be dug, the weevils washed off the roots, 
and the plants reset in a new location. As a preventive for 
the beetle, from late May through June, use poison bait 
such as “Go West”, following the directions on the pack- 
age. For the grub, water the ground around the plant with 
a solution of one teaspoon of permanganate of potash to 
one gallon of water. Red Spider, a well known mite, some- 
times attacks the under side of the leaves during hot dry 
weather. It is effectively controlled by washing off the tiny 
webs with a strong spray of water, or by dusting with 
sulphur. During abnormally wet weather, black spots on 
leaves may occur. Apparently these spots do not injure 
the plant matericlly, but merely detract from its appear- 
ance. Controlled by any fungicide dust containing copper.

ANEMONE (Wind Flower) 
His Excellency. Single, fiery red, April to June. 


St. Brigid. From Irish grown seed, brilliant colors, stiff stems, 
lasting flowers.
